This is in response to the Office Action dated 
March 27, 2001 in the above, the period for response having 
been extended up to June 27, 2001, by submission of the 
required petition and fee herewith. 

In response to the Examiner's requirement for 
restriction, Applicants elect the subject matter of 
Group IV (claim 10) for prosecution in this application. 
The election is made with traverse and Applicants urge the 
Examiner to withdraw the requirement, at least as between 
Groups IV and V (claim 11) . Given the nature of the 
screening methods of these two Groups, it is earnestly 
believed that a thorough search of the subject matter of 
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Group IV would encompass the subject matter of Group V (it 
is noted too that Groups IV and V are classed in 
Class 435) . Thus no undue burden would be placed on the 
Examiner if Groups IV and V were to be considered together 
and the burden placed on Applicants by the 9 way 
restriction requirement would be lessened.
